of the 
Oklahoma Constitutional Convention; 
the members of the Squirrel Rifles; 
and the members, 
officers and em­ 
ployes of the first legislature. 
As one of the vice presidents of 
the Sequoyah convention (the presi­ 
dent, General Pleasant Porter, having 
departed this life), I call the Sequo­ 
yah convention to meet because it 
paved the way to statehood. 
As president of the Constitutional 
convention, I 
call it

it 
framed our organic law. 
As commanding officer 
off 
the 
Squirrel Rifles, which 
ratified

constitution at the polls, I call that 
grand army of patriots. 


As speaker of the house of the first 
legislature of Oklahoma, which vital­

Judges 
Huffar and 
Rhodes bellow and bawl in joint de­ 
bate, the former defending our re­ 
publican 
form 
of 
government 
as 
against the socialistic contention and 
the latter advocating the co-operative 
theory as against the republican form 
of government. 
George 
Thompson 
held the big mastiff while Bill Mc­ 
Daniel pulled the badger. 
Four years ago about the biggest 
asinine public occurrence ever in the 
history of which man’s mind runneth 
not to the contrary was pulled off in 
the same wagon yard, the occasion 
being a democratic convention. 
At 
that time a lot of long-eared mules 
stationed around the 
edges 
of the 
yard in very 
distinguished 
manner 
carried out their part of the program. 
But the mules stationed around the 
yard Saturday night, though in seem­ 
ing due regard for the apparent gen­ 
eral consanguinity 
of 
the occasion, 
bray as they did, through sheer lack 
of wind, failed to interrupt the mas­ 
terful argument of the debaters. 
The socialist speaker delivered the 
usual tirade on wealth, stated that

Tho Torrens System. 


The adoption of a form of the ¥or- 
rens land title registration system in 
New York is an important step in 
the simplifying of business. The law' 
was enacted as the result of a move­ 
ment 
started 
by 
the 
Real 
Estate 
Board of Brokers of New' York city 
to obtain a quicker and less expen­ 
sive system for transferring realty 
than under the present method of 
employing 
title 
companies. 
After 
titles are formally registered and ap­ 
proved by proper judicial authority 
certificates of registration are to be 
accepted in all courts of the state as 
evidence of ownership. Thus the an­ 
noyance and expense of the present 
system of examining abstracts are to 
be done away. 
The advantages of 
the law- are optional. The system is 
now' in operation in several states. It 
probably w'ould spread more rapidly 
if the bad features of the existing 
scheme were more generally brought 
home to individuals.

TO TELEGRAPHER'S PENSION 


Guthrie, 
Ok., 
June 
I.—The an­ 
nouncement 
that 
Andrew 
Carnegie 
will give Civil -war telegraph opera­ 
tors a pension of $10 a month each 
brings to light the fact that one 
entitled to be a pensioner is a resi­ 
dent of Oklahoma—“Cash” M. Barnes 
governor of Oklahoma territory for 
four 
years, 
and 
now 
serving 
his 
third term as Mayor of Guthrie. When 
the Civil wrar begun, Mr. Barnes was 
a resident of Michigan and enlisted 
in the union army as a member of 
the Battle Creek engineers. He saw 
service during the entire w’ar and 
at its close remained in Arkansas 
where he w'as prominent in republi­ 
can politics prior to coming to Ok­ 
lahoma at the opening in 1889 as 
registrar of the government land of­ 
fice here. 
During the Civil w ar many tele­ 
graphers aided the government by 
building and extending lines to head­ 
quarters of the army and on battle­ 
fields. 
They operated the lines to 


ceptable. 
By far the larger portk 
of them are dead, but about 200 
them are knowrn to be yet alive, son 
of w'hom entered the service at NI 
Carnegie’s solicitation.
